f! v j 1 . (Previously amende^) A rack as set forth in claim 34, and further comprising 
^H^parate flange reinforcing plates secured flat against interior surfaces of the flanges of the 
upright members and extending vertically from the lower ends of the upright members. 

2. (Original) A rack a£ set forth in claim 1, wherein the reinforcing plates are 
attached to the flanges by welding. 

3. (Original) A rack asset forth in claim 1, wherein each of the reinforcing 
plates extends about one-fifth the height pf the upright members. 

4. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 1 , wherein at least a portion of one of 
the flanges of the upright members tapers towards the web from the lower ends of the upright 
members. 

5. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 1 , wherein the second flanges of the 
upright members each includes a lower portion extending upwardly from the lower end of the 
upright member, an upper portion extending downwardly from the upper end of the upright 
member, and a tapered portion tapering towards\the web between the lower and the upper 
portions. 

6. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 1, wherein each of the upright members 
further comprises a lip extending opposite the weblfrom one of the first and the second flanges. 

7. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 1, further comprising at least one brace 
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1 1 ^ secured to the cross-member and extending through the web of each upright member, and 
secured to one of the flanges of each upright member. 

8. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 7, wherein the cross member comprises 
a web and first and second flanges extending downwardly from the web of the cross member, 
and wherein the at least one brace is secured to interior surfaces of the first flanges of the cross 
member and the upright members. 

9. (Currently amended) A rack as set forth in claim 1 , wherein the base comprises a 
bottom plat e , an end wall extending upwardly from the bottom plate, and a top wall extending 
horizontally from the end wall above the bottom plate. 

10. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 9, wherein the mounting 
apertures of the base are located in the bottom plate, and the top wall includes access openings 
positioned over the mounting apertures. 

1 1 . (Original) A rack as set forth\in claim 9, wherein the bottom plate includes 
cut-outs accommodating the upright members, suph that the lower ends of the upright members 
are unobstructed. 

12. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 1, wherein the second flanges of 
the upright members each includes a lower portion extending upwardly from the lower end of the 
upright member, an upper portion extending downwardly from the upper end of the upright 
member, and a tapered portion tapering towards the web between the lower and the upper 
portions and the base includes cut-outs accommodating the upright members, such that the lower 
ends of the upright members are unobstructed. 

13. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 12, wherein at least two of the 
reinforcing plates are secured flat against interior surfaces W the tapered portions of the second 
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^Ifl^nges of the upright members. 

14. (Currently amended) VV rack for electrical equipment comprising:

a base including a bottom plate having access apertures for receiving wires 
therethrough and mounting apertures fo\ securing the base to a floor upon which the rack is 
mounted; 

a pair of vertically extending upright members having lower ends secured to 
opposite sides of the base, each upright member having a web, opposing first and second flanges 
projecting from the web, and openings for mounting electrical equipment thereon; 

a cross member extending behveen upper ends of the upright members; and 

wherein the second flanges of\the upright members each includes a lower portion 
extending upwardly from the lower end of thd upright member, an upper portion extending 
downwardly from the upper end of the uprightWember, and a tapered portion tapering towards 
the web between the lower and the upper portions and the base includes cut-outs accommodating 
the upright members, and 

wherein the base comprises anglelinserts, said angle inserts including vertical 
plates positioned parallel to and against the upright members and horizontal plates positioned 
parallel to and against the bottom plate, and 

wherein said base further comprises\at least two side channels extending at an 
angle between said horizontal plates of said angle inserts and said vertical plates of said angle 
inserts, each side channel having two ends being respectively affixed to said horizontal plates and 
said vertical plates, and a central channel extending horizontally between the side channels, said 
central channel having two opposite ends being affixed to two opposing ends of said at least two 
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de channels. 


15. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 14, further comprising 
inforcing plates secured flat against interior surfaces of the tapered portions of the second 

flanges of the upright members. 

16. (Original) A rackj as set forth in claim 14, wherein each of the upright 
members further comprises a lip extending opposite the web from one of the first and the second 
flanges. 

17. (Original) A rack ^s set forth in claim 14, further comprising at least one 
brace secured to the cross-member anil extending through the web of each upright member, and 
secured to one of the flanges of each upright member. 

18. (Original) A rack a 5 set forth in claim 1 7, wherein the cross member 
comprises a web and first and second flanges extending downwardly from the web of the cross 
member, and wherein the at least one brace is secured to interior surfaces of the first flanges of 
the cross member and the upright members. 

19. (Currently amended) A rack as set forth in claim 14, wherein the base comprises 
a bottom plat e , an end wall extending upwardly from the bottom plate, and a top wall extending 
horizontally from the end wall above the bottom plate. 

20. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 19, wherein the mounting 
apertures of the base are located in the bojttom plate, and the top wall includes access openings 
positioned over the mounting apertures.

23. (Cancelled) A rack as set forth in claim 22, wherein the base further includes 
angled inserts including vertical sections positioned against the upright members and horizontal 
sections positioned against the bottom plate, and wherein the side channels extend at an angle 
between the vertical and horizontal portions of the angle inserts. 

24. (Previously amendednA rack as set forth in claim 34, and further comprising at 
least one brace secured to the cross-member and extending through the web of each upright 
member, and secured to one of the flanges of each upright member. 

25. (Original) A rack as \et forth in claim 24, wherein the cross member 
comprises a web and first and second flaikes extending downwardly from the web of the cross 
member, and wherein the at least one brace is secured to interior surfaces of the first flanges of 
the cross member and the upright members) 

26. (Original) A rack as set fdph in claim 24, wherein each of the upright 
members further comprises a lip extending opposite the web from one of the first and the second 
flanges.

29. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 27, wherein the bottom plate includes 
cut-outs accommodating the upright members, such that the lower ends of the upright members 
are unobstructed. 

30. (Currently amended! A rack as set forth in claim 24, wherein the second flanges 
of the upright members each includes a lower portion extending upwardly from the lower end of 
the upright member, an upper portionWtending downwardly from the upper end of the upright 
member, and a tapered portion tapering, towards the web between the lower and the upper 
portions and the base includes cut-outs accommodating the upright members, such that the lower 
ends of the upright members are unobstructed, and the base includes an end wall having two 
o pposite ends which are secured to and e xt e nding b e tw ee n the tap e r e d portions of the second 
flanges of the upright members.

33. (Original) A rack as set forth in\claim 32, wherein each brace has a length 
equal to at least one quarter a length of the cross member. 

34. (Currently amended) A rack for electrical equipment comprising: 
a base including a bottom plate having access apertures for receiving wires 
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erethrough and mounting apertures for securing the base to a floor upon which the rack is 
mounted; 

a pair of vertically extending upright members having lower ends secured to 
opposite sides of the base, each upright member having a web, opposing first and second flanges 
projecting from the web, and openings for mounting electrical equipment thereon; 

a cross member extending between upper ends of the upright members; and 

wherein the base comprises angle inserts, said angle inserts including vertical 
plates positioned parallel to and against the upright members and horizontal plates positioned 
parallel to and against the bottom plate, and 

wherein the base further includes a bottom plate, and at least two side channels 
extending at an angle between the bottom plat e horizontal plates of the angle inserts and the webs 
of the upright m e mb e rs vertical plates of the angle inserts, each said channel having two ends 
being respectively affixed to said horizontal plates and said vertical plates, and a central channel 
extending horizontally between the side channels, said central channel having two opposite ends 
being affixed to two opposing ends of said at least two side channels. 

35. (Cancelled) A rack as set forth to claim 34, wherein the base further includes 
angled inserts including vertical sections positioned against the upright members and horizontal 
sections positioned against the bottom plate, and wherein the side channels extend at an angle 
between the vertical and horizontal portions of the angle inserts. 

36. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 34, wherein each of the upright 
members further comprises a lip extending opposite th^ web from one of the first and the second 
flanges. 
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(Currently amended) A rack as set forth in claim 34, wherein the base comprises 
a bottom plat e , an end wall extending upwardly from the bottom plate, and a top wall extending 
horizontally from the end wall above\the bottom plate. 

38. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 37, wherein the mounting 
apertures of the base are located in the Bottom plate, and the top wall includes access openings 
positioned over the mounting apertures. \ 

39. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 37, wherein the bottom plate includes 
cut-outs accommodating the upright members, such that the lower ends of the upright members 
are unobstructed. 

40. (Currently amended) A rack for electrical equipment comprising: 

a base including a bottom platelhaving access apertures for receiving wires 
therethrough and mounting apertures for securing the base to a floor upon which the rack is 


mounted; 


a pair of vertically extending upright members having lower ends secured to 


opposite sides of the base, each upright member having a web, opposing first and second flanges 
projecting from the web, and openings for mounting electrical equipment thereon, wherein at 
least a portion of one of the flanges of each of the upright members tapers towards the web from 
the lower ends of the upright members; 

separate flange reinforcing plates secured flat against interior surfaces of the 
flanges of the upright members and extending vertically from the lower ends of the upright 
members; 

a cross member extending between uppek* ends of the upright members; 
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each upright member, and secured to one of the flanges of each upright member; 


at least one brace secured to the cross-member and extending through the web of 


wherein the base comprises angle inserts, said angle inserts including vertical 
plates positioned parallel to and against the upright members and horizontal plates positioned 
parallel to and against the bottom plate, and 

side channels extendinglat an angle between th e base said horizontal plates of said

42. (Original) A rack as setj forth in claim 40, wherein each of the reinforcing 
plates extends about one-fifth the height ofithe upright members. 

43. (Original) A rack as set forth in claim 40, wherein the second flanges of the 
upright members each includes the tapered portion, a lower portion extending upwardly from the 
lower end of the upright member to the tapeced portion, an upper portion extending downwardly 
from the upper end of the upright member totthe tapered portion, and the tapered portion tapers 
towards the web from the lower portion to the upper portion.

46. (Previously amended) A rack as set forth in claim 40, wherein the base comprises 
a bottom plate, an end wall extending upwardly from the bottom plate and a top wall extending 
horizontally from the end wall above the bottom plate, wherein the mounting apertures of the 
base are located in the bottom plate, and the top wall includes access openings positioned over 
the mounting apertures. 

47. (Original) A rack as set forth i\i claim 40, wherein the base includes cut-outs 
accommodating the upright members, such that they lower ends of the upright members are 
unobstructed. 

48. (Cancelled) A rack as set forth in claim 40, further comprising angled inserts 
including vertical sections positioned against the uprigkt members and horizontal sections 
positioned against the base, and wherein the side channels extend at an angle between the vertical 
and horizontal portions of the angle inserts. 
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
